s Grayling’s introduction to pub- 
lic electric lighting occurred in 
about the year 1904. At that time 
the Grayling Electric Co. was 
formed, with Geo. L, Alexander 
as president and Marius Hanson 
secretary and manager. 

Power was produced from a 
turbine generator operated by 
water power and located on the 
AuSable river about 1% miles 
southwest of Grayling. This was 
constructed by Chas. Amidon and 
Chas. Cranton. 

This plant was built for the 
purpose of furnishing electric 
lighting for the village. There 
a day service.

water. Timbers and. sand pack-| 
ing was used for the dam. and it; 
seemed that this failed to hold: 
back the pressure of the water., 
Chas. Amidon of this city, as-! 
sisted by a Charles Cramton, of , 
Bay City finally constructed a. 
dam that answered the purpose. ; 

Several years later one of the, 
dam embankments used for hold- 
ing the water from pouring into 
a large valley, washed out. That; 
was caused by muskrats burrow- 
ing thru the embankment, letting ; 
in a small stream which increas- 
ed in size as the water poured | 
the earth 
until finally the entire embank-' 
ment was washed out. The Com-) 
pany was at considerable expense 
in repairing the damage. 

The Grayling Electric Com- 
pany tried to give the village 
good service and at one time in- 
stalled more modern equipment 
and the latest type of hydro elec- 
trie generator. 

This plant operated for many 
years, until the year 1927 when 
an effort was made to induce this 
company to improve its service 
and provide day as well as night 


‘ 


operate motors for power. This 
the Company refused to do, say- 
ing that to build an auxiliary 
plant would cost more than the 
Company wished to expend. , 

The Michigan Public Utilities 
Commission was appealed to, re- 
questing that body to investigate 
the situation, for it was believed 
that Grayling was entitled to 
better electric service. It was 
suggested that the matter be 
taken up with some large power 
company with the idea of their 
extending their lines into Gray- 
ling. Investigation proved that 
the local company had no fran- 
chise and before it could sell out 
it would be necessary that such 
a franchise be secured. This was 
done and the Michigan Public 
Service Co., an Insull subsidiary, 
purchased the franchise and at 
once got busy to extend its lines 
into Grayling. 

For several years thereafter 
Grayling enjoyed excellent elec- 
tric light and power service.’ 
Many homes and practically 
every busincss place were con- 
nected up for service; street 
lighting was extended and Gray- 
ling’s excellent boulevard light- 
ing system was installed. 

’ For the past few years, how- 
ever, this service waned and 
there was much complaint. It 
seemed that when the. distribu- 


‘tion system, consisting of wir- 


ing, transformers and other 
physical features began to age 
that the Michigan Public Service 
Co. were not alert in keeping 
them in good repair. Service 
was interrupted frequently, caus- 
ing much jnconvenience and an- 
noyance. Complaints by custom- 
ers to the City council were pass- 
ed along to the power Company 
but that seemed to do little or no 
good Promises by officials of 
the Company to remedy the 
faults seemed of no avail Trouble 
occurring within the city or on 
the Hines between Grayling and 
Gaylord effected the local service.

Upon receiving a favor- 
able report on the survey, the 
matter was put up to the voters | 
of Grayling to approve the bond-:

obligation bonds and $120,000' 
revenue bonds to build such a’

struction, although we had only 
received a grant of 457% ee 
$18,000 from the P.W.A. Throug 
a special act of the Michigan 
Legislature, special powers are 
provided for municipalities to 
issue revenue bonds for the build- 
ing of a disposal plant. Revenue 
bonds were issued and sold and 
construction on the plant was 
begun in May, 1937. The plant 
was finally completed and put 
into operation in November, 1937, 
which was approximately 3% 
years from the time application 
was first submitted for a grant 
to build the plant. 

For a small community, Gray- 
ling has one of the most modern 
and up-to-date type of disposal 
plants. Raw sewage is no longer 
dumped into the river. All the 
solids are removed from the 
sewage and only the water is re- 
turned to the river. The water 
is thoroughly chlorinated before 
being returned to the river, there- 
by assuring resorters and fisher- 
men of a clean, uncontaminated 
river. 

This plant on completion cost 
approximately $35,000 and is be- 
ing operated and _ financed 
through a system of sewer ser- 
vice charges, or in other words 
each resident who has a sewer 
connection pays a service charge 
each month, according to the 
amount of water he, or she, con- 
sumes. The service charge is 
based only on the water consum- 
ed during the winter months. 

To operate and finance the 
plant requires approximately 
$3,000 a year. This is being taken 
care of very nicely by the sewer 
service charges. 

Since the completion of the 
plant, two $1,000 bonds have been 
retired. 


The Municipal Water Supply 

When Grayling was first found- 
ed and became a thriving lumber 
town it became necessary to have 
some kind of public water supply 
system. In the early days of 
Grayling and up to the year 1928 
the Salling Hanson company of 
Grayling owned and operated 
several saw mills, one of which 
was called the “big mill.” Dur- 
ig these years this company own- 
ed the public water supply sys- 
tem and the water was pumped 
from the river with pumps at the 
big mill. All the mains in Gray- 
ling were wooden mains and but 
very few customers were served, 
the primary purpose of the sys- 
tem. being fire protection. The 
water from this system was not 
fit for human consumption and 
was so posted by the State De- 
partment of Health. In 1928 the 
big mill ceased operations and 
it became necessary for the Vil- 
lage of Grayling to make other 
arrangements for its water sup- 
ply. 

The Village bought the pump 
house and water supply system 
throughout the village from the 
Salling Hanson Company. Ex- 
tensive improvements were made 
and two large pressure tanks 
were installed to assure the resi- 
dents of continued water supply. 

In 1933 steps were taken to

Scientist Develops New 
Skin Test for Cancer 


Dr. Benjamin Gruskin, director of 
oncology (tumor and cancer re- 
search) and experimental pathology 
at Temple Medical school in Phila- 
delphia, has developed a simple 
skin test for cancer. 

Revelation of the new cancer test 
was made when Dr. Gruskin filed 
for patent rights, thereby ac- 
knawledging apparent success for 
hia discovery. 

The test, which was reported suc- 
cessful in 90 per cent of cases at- 
tempted, consists merely of inject- 
ing a specially prepared fluid under 
the epidermis, or outer skin. The 
fluid is processed from tissues of 
embryo of calves, sheep or pigs. 

If a person is cancerous in some 
part of the body, the section of the 
skin where the fluid was injected 
will turn a telitale red, according 
to the test. The weal will then push 
out thin projections, or pseudopodia 
(false feet). 

However, if the skin does not 
change color, and the psuedopodia 
do not appear, the person is not 
suffering a cancerous condition. the 
test showed. 

Dr. Gruskin described his experi- 
ment in the Journal of Laboratory 
and Clinical Medicine. 

He explained that cancer cells are 
akin to normal cells but never 
“grow up” arfd remain in an em- 
bryonic state which causes them 
to grow wildly instead of becoming 
useful tissue, 

The whole body becomes sensitive 
to that type of cell, the article said, 
and so, if outside embryonic cell 
material is injected the skin reacts 
and produces pseudopodia. 

A similar test can also be per- 
formed on the blood if the skin is | 
unhealthy, according to the Tem- 
ple scientist,

PEDESTRIANS KILLED 
IN CONN, HAD NEVER 


DRIVE ~ 
“AR BUT DIDN'T 
ALIZE HOW UT TLE 
DRIVER CAN SEE 
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FIFTH COLUMN ‘GUNS’ IN U. 8. 
Attorney General Bob Jackson's 
plea for a federal law requiring reg- 
istration of all privately owned fire- 
arms had more behind it than he 


disclosed. Inside fact is that this 
constitutes one of the most serious 
problems facing the government 
in its war against fifth columns. 

Following the World war, one 
armament company alone disposed 
of 15,000 ‘‘Tommy’”’ guns to private 
purchasers after trying unsuccess- 
fully to sell them to the army. About 
10,000 of these deadly weapons are 
‘““maccounted for.” How many are 
in the hands of potential fifth col- 
umnists the government, under ex- 
isting laws, has no way of knowing. 
Jackson’s proposed statute would 
provide the power to find out. 

Another unmentioned factor trou- 
bling officials is the tremendous in- 
crease in the sale of guns and am- 
munition in the last two years, Tax 
collections by the internal revenue 
bureau give the following figures on 
this astounding traffic in our 
“‘peaceful’’ country: 

Total sale of taxed firearms, rifles, 
shotguns, pistols, revolvers, to pri- 
vate persons in 1938--$24,959,048; in 
1939---$36, 010,684. 

In the past three years these sales 
reached the amazing total of $97,- 
403,730—which is almost one-fourth 
of the army’s 1937 appropriation. It 
is also vastly in excess of average 
sales for sporting purposes and law 
enforcement. 

Note—The U. S. is far behind oth- 
er powers in regulating firearms. 
England, France, Germany, Italy, 
Japan all have drastic laws on the 
private possession of weapons. The 
national firearms act of 1934 im- 
posed a limited regulation on the 
sale of machine-guns and sawed-off 
shotguns by requiring manufactur- 
ers, dealers and pawnbrokers to reg- 
ister sales and transfers. But the 
many thousands of these lethal 
weapons sold before 1934 still are 
unaccounted for.

OIL TO ITALY 

Italy’s entrance into the war has 
at least one harmful effect upon 
her ally, Germany. It means the 
end of U. S. oil shipments to Italian 
ports for trans-shipment to Ger- 
many. 

These shipments, especially of lu- 
bricating oils, have been heavy since 
the first month of the war, With 
Italy at war, however, U. S. ships 
are barred. 

This will stimulate Axis efforts to 
open up oil resources in the Near 
East, and Italy is sure to make a 
drive fo. the British and French 
oil fields in Iraq. Or getting through 
the Suez canal, she will strike at the 
oil fields of Iran, under control of 
the Anglo-Iranian company. 

Meanwhile British oil shipments 
from these sources will be diverted 
from the Mediterranean route, and 
the result probably will be a heavy 
increase of U. S. oil shipments to 
Britain and France.

APPEASING MUSSOLINI 

Allied and Roosevelt diplomacy 
struggled behind the scenes until 
almost the last minute to keep Mus- 
solini out of war. 

It was on a Monday that the Ital- 
jan dictator shouted his hoarse- 
voiced proclamation of war. And 
as late as the preceding Saturday, 
the French were still dickering with 
him. At that time they offered him 
the island of Corsica, birthplace of 
Napoleon, as well as the important 
African’ colony of Tunisia, plus 
French Somaliland with its Red Sea 
port of Djibuti. 

But Mussolini wanted more. 

Real fact probably was that he 
could not afford to antagonize Hit- 
ler by failing to declare war. A 
Nazi victory looked too certain, in 
which case Mussolini would have 
been left facing the triumphant and 
resentful hordes of Nazi Germany 
just across the Brenner pass. 

Note—A lot of people think Mus- 
solini will face an aggressive Nazi 
army anyway.

ROOSEVELT’S MOVES 

President Roosevelt came to real- 
ize that nothing counted with Musso- 
lini except (1) what he was going to 
get in return for keeping the peace; 
and (2) whether he was going to 
be on the winning side. 

Accordingly, the last week's an- 
nouncements from the White House 
that the United States was selling 
army and navy planes direct to 
the allies, plus surplus army equip- 
ment, was calculated to have a dou- 
ble effect. One was the actual help 
it would give the allies. The other 
was the hope that Mussolini would 
be influenced by the fact that the 
United States was talking in deeds, 
not mere words, and that these 
deeds might turn an allied victory.

Two incidents have been 1Ir- 
ported in the press which tend to 
bear out the request of Commis- 
sioner Oscar Olander for 100 
more state police officers. 

“Fifth column” activity was 
suspected this month in the blaze 
of a freight car, loaded with Gen- 
eral Motors engines, as a train 
was entering the St. Clair river 
tunnel between Port Huron and 
Sarnia. The train was also car- 
rying munitions, it was said. 

During the first World war a 
small arsenal was uncovered in 
Detroit in connection with a Ger- 
man plot. 

Gov. Luren D. Dickinson, in re- 
questing Washington to add a 
mobile anti-aircraft regiment in 
Detroit, said: “The vital neces- 
sity of the presence of such troops 
in Michigan’s industrial area is 
most apparent.” 

While state officials generally 
were in agreement that Michigan 
should act to strengthen its na- 
tional defense lines, they were 
not in accord as to the effective- 
ness of any action by the “little 
legislature” which is limited to 
unexpended funds.

ARTIFICIAL RESPIRATION 

With the coming of the sum- 
mer, the resumption of outdoor 
activities, including automobil- 
ing with its attendant hazards, 
accidents may be expected to 
mount to their usual seasonal 
peak. Now, if ever, an ability 
to keep cool in an emergency and 
to apply first aid while awaiting 
the arrival of a physician or am- 
bulance may save the life of an 
accident victim. At such times, 
a knowledge of artificial respira- 
tion may prove invaluable. ! 

This is particularly useful in 
giving first aid for electric shock, 
apparent drowning and gas or 
smoke asphyxiation. 

In cases of electric shock, the 
victim must first bé released by 
shutting off the electric current 
when that is possible. If the 
switch cannot be reached, the 
victim must be thrust from the 
wire by means of some dry non- 
conductor such as a rubber glove, 
a roll of newspaper or a garment 
wrapped around the hand, a rope 
or a board. There is danger to 
the rescuer in the use of metal or 
moist material. 

In cases of electric shock, near- 
drowning and asphyxiation, ar- 
tificial respiration must be _start- 
ed as soon as possible.

Those buzzing insects, are about 
to begin their seasonal hum un- 
less a simple trick of scattering 
some borax is employed. 

Entomologists at Michigan 
State College recommend the 
treatment. If the powder is used 
in the right places and early 
enough, most of the test popula- 
tion of these two insects will 
never grow wings. 

Houseflies breed and feed in 
filth, which makes them danger- 
ous. But if fly breeding material 
such as stable manure is treated 
with borax, the maggots are kill- 
ed before they escape to develop 
into flies. Eleven ounces of 
borax dissolved in from two to 
ten gallons of water is enough 
to treat eight bushels of manure. || 

-For outdoor toilets, the use of 
powdered borax again is recom- 
mended as an important health 
measure. Lime does not kill the 
maggots. 

The same powder | will keep o 
down mosquito populations, | 
which thrive in any standing 
water, even in discarded tin cans.

Party Off Ballot 


Harry F. Kelly, Secretary of 
State, has ‘sought the advice of 
the attorney general’s office rela- 
tive to an injunction suit filed in 
Wayne Circuit Court by the 
Legion of the Blue 


Communist party for a place on 


{the ballot in the fall elections. 


At the same time Mr. Kelly 
issued a statement condemning 
communism and all other forms 
of subversive “isms” and point- 
ing out, however, that the law 
does not permit his personal 
views to interfere with duty. 

The injunction suit bill of com- 
plaint argues that the Communist 
parly is not entitled to a place 
on the hallot “because it is dedi- 
cated to the overthrow of the 
present government”; because it 
has ‘made inroads into our labor 
unions and is in a position to 
block, hinder or retard any pro- 
gram of military preparedness”; 
and because “it is against re- 
ligion,” 

In his 
Kelly said: 

“A petition to place the Com- 
munist Party on the ballot has 
been filed with my Department 

“For many years, I have join- 
ed with Servicemen’s Organiza- 
tions in condemning Communism 
and all other forms of ‘isms’ as 
un-American, : 

“As a Constitutional officer. of 
the State of Michigan, however, 
I have not the right, and will not 
allow my personal views to in- 
terfere with my duty. I am 
confident that this view ex-} 
presses not only the wish of the 
veterans, but all thoughtful Am- 
ericans. 

“I shall seek the advice of the 
Attorney General’s office on this 
matter in regard to the law, as I 
have on previous matters involv- 
ing the ballot, I welcome any 
opinions from the courts of our 
state.- The people create the law. 
It is the duty of all elected of- 
ficials to follow the law. If the 
law does not express the will of 
the people, the law should be} 
changed.”
